The American Linotype Company of New York have offered to defray the 
expenses of Mr. Park to New York and return, to have him come and superintend 
the linotyping of the Korean language preparatory to the construction of that 
machine for Korea; also to be used wherever the Korean language is used. Mr. 
Park, who is the proprietor of the largest newspaper (Korean Herald! and printing 
establishment (including printing of books and magazines, etc., in the Hawaiian 
islands) will probably use three of these machines in his establishment. He is 
recognized as authority on the Korean language; hence the advantage to and reason 
for the American Linotype Company having him superintend or proof read the lino~ 
type of that Janguage for the purposes named.

MEMORANDUM IN RE: KOREA BANK NOTES 
On June 18th I had an interview with Young M. Park, who called at our 
oe San Francisco office for the purpose of securing prices for an issue of bank 

notes, to be used by him in Korea. 

He declined to state the purvose for which these notes were to be used 
but said that if we would give him definite quotations he would then give us 

full details in connection with his part of the transaction. Accordingly, on 


June 25rd, I telephoned him, requesting that he call again at our San Francisco 


office, at which time I told him we would prepare an issue of 100,000 — $10 


notes and 200,000 - $5 Notes, engraving two portraits and one Coat-of-Arms, at 
approximately $10,000.— but that if we found it possible to do this work for 

him it would be necessary for him to come to New York, so that all details might 
be clearly understood. He stated he would have to submit the matter to his 
people in Honolulu and if the price was acceptable to them he would advise us 
accordingly and do as we wished in the matter, in order to have the work executed 


by Us. 


He stated he was interested in forming a revolutionary party in Korea 


and that, in view of the loss sustained by Dr. Sun Yat Sen's party in the duplica- 


tion of mane hokee having been previously prepared in Japan, he was very anxious to 
see that he secure the right kind of bank notes at the beginning, 

He said that it was not his intention to begin definite action until 
the close of the present European war, when he felt that Japan would have her hands 


full with other matters and would leave him quite free todperate in Korea,

We are enclosing herewith a memorandum written by the 
Manager of the Domestic Sales Department, regarding the interview 
he had while in San Francisco with Mr. Young M. Park. | 
It seems that this gentleman is simply the leader of a 

revolutionary party who are desirous of throwing off the aysaz ycke 
in Korea. He stated, among other things, that the present parties 
in China were aware of what he was endeavoring to do and while they 
are naturally not helping him in any way neither were they going to 
prevent him. | 

Of course, the whole matter is very vague and you can be 
sure that unless it is absolutely straight and above board we shall 
not mix into it in any way. i 

He was very insistent that we quote him prices and as we 
wantSd to find out some more information we gave him the approximate 
| estimate as mentioned in the enclosed copy of memorandum. It is our 
present intention, if he still insists on issuing bills in the near 
future, to have him come to liew York and endeavor to hold the matter 
in abeyance as long as possible, until we can obtain more information. 
While, as we have told you, we do not want to be mixed up in this matter 
if it is purely a revolutionary scheme, on the other hand, we do not 
wish him to go to any of our ikkut and have them do this work for him 


and thus enter our field in aspic.

He expects to recover and says he will carry out the programe 
as outlined heretofore; going to New York direct and while there will complete 
all the necessary arrangements including the ordering of their bank notes 
from uss He will advise me as soon as he is able to trave’ and I will advise 
you accordingly.
